American City Bureau |City Planning to Be 


to Direct Local 
C. of C. 


The movement launched Monday 
~ by the Richmond Chamber of Com- 
merce to build a bigger, better, 
busier Richmond through a modern 
civic-commercial organization mov- 
ed rapidly forward this week under 
the direction of Campaign Director 
Ben H. Schouboe, of the American 
City Bureau, who is in charge of 
the reorganization campaign. 

A series of conferences with 
leading business men interested in 
the building of a more representa- 
tive chamber for Richmond marked 
the developments of the prelimin- 
ary organization work. 

Campaign headquarters have been 
established in the chamber of com- 
merce rooms in the Elks building. 
Mr. Schouboe is being assisted by 
Ernest A. Crowley, who will be in 
charge of the office details, and 
P. B. Ogden, publicity director. 

The campaign will extend over a 
period of four weeks. The first 
three weeks will be devoted chiefly 
to educational work and to building 
an organization that will carry on 
the intensive drive the week of 
April 18. 

The new chamber is to be placed 
on a three-year basis and in the 
course of each yéar the American 
City Bureau, which has reorganized 

aad expanded more than 300 cities 

in.the Uwsided States and Canada, 
will be on éall for advice and other 
service to maintain the Richmond 
Chamber at a high standard of 
cficiency, w

enced chamber of courmerce man,

“\ telegram is not a historical docu- 
ment,’ interposed Senator Jules De- 
lahaye, 

“T must ask pardon,” said Senator 
TDrangier. “but it would be dangerous 
ior the good relations which it is in 
dispensable to maintain with the 
United States to open such a discus- 
sion if really this debt has been paid.” 

“That telegram is a canard,” re- 
marked Senator Dominique Delahaye, 
causing murmurs from many benches. 

“Until there is more complete in- 
furmation,” said Senator Gaudin de 
Villaine, “I assert that it has not been 
paid, and I await knowledge to whom 
it has been paid.”
